IRISH HORSE BREEDERS’ 


AND OWNERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION. 


ANNUAL GENERAL SETING., 

The annual gnecting of the Irish Horse- 
Breeders’, Owners’, and Trainers’ Association 
was held yesterday iy ‘the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin—Mr. E. Kennedy presiding, 3 

Mr. T. F. Healy, Secretary, submitted the annual 
report of the Committee, which stated that the 
Committee kept prominently befeje them during 
1920 the pressing matter of the reduction of the 
expenses of owners of racehorses, and had the 
pfencate of being able to report early last year 
hat the Stewards of the Turf Club had agreed to 
yy the exppnses of horses coming to run at the 
Jurragh medtings. The Committes had a confer- 
ence with the Stewards of the Turf Club on Feb- 
ruary 19, and it Was arranged by both parties to 
that conferetice that the expenses of owners sending 
horses, as well as their attendants, to the Cnrragh 
would be refunded by the Stewards of the Turf 
Club. The Committee were hopefel that that ar 
rangement would. become operative as from the 
April Meeting, but it was not put into foree nntil 
the July Meeting. The arrangement had proved 
very satisfactory to owners, and the Stewards had 
womised that they had in view ‘the provision of 
ree lodging for boys in charge of hofses which 
were sent from provincial training qu&rters to the 
Curragh meetings. 

The publication in the English Racing Calendar 
of a new scate of entry-fees and ferfeits induced 
the Committee to co&sider the suitability of the 
application of a similar scale of charges to racing 
in Ireland. It should, however, be mentioned that 
more than two years ago the Committee went into 
the practicability of charging an entry fee of £1 
per cent. for all races in Ireland, but for reasons 
which seemed good to them, they deferred: until 
last year bringing forward that subject. However, 
when the Stewards of the English Jockey Club 
announced their intention of intréducing an entry 
fee for all plates on the basis of £1 per cent., the 
Committee followed the -example set them. After 
a meeting of the Association at the Grand Stand, 
Curragh, on October 19, the Stewards of the Turf 
Club were requested to receive a deputation from 
the Association, but the Stewards replied that they 
were fully occupied during the course of the Cur- 
né race meeting, and they asked that the Asso- 
ciation would set forth their recommendations in 
writing The Committee replied briefly to that 
request by stating that they thought the total 
forfeits should not be more than &1 per cent., and 
requested that the conditions of certain races 
to be run at the Curragh during 1921 should be 
recast 

The article for ‘the Irish Breeders’ Champion 
Sweepstakes, to be run at the Curragh November 
Meeting this year, was duly recast, as alao was the 
article for the Curragh Plate, to be decided during 
the August Meeting this year. On October 25, & 
general meeting of the Association apppinted a 
sub-committee to inquire into the official expenses 
which had to be borne by owners and face execu- 
tives, and, haying done so, to formulate a scheme 


of recommendations whereby a substantial saving | 
| of expenses might be effected. The sub-committee | 
| held two meetings—on October 25 and October 28— | 
and as a result they drew up and issued a-circular | 
letter containing recommendations classified under | 
eight heads. In drawing up their recommenda- | 
tions, they kept before them: the point of view of | 
| the shareholder in a race company, no fess than 


that of the owner óf a racehorse. — The: sub-com- 
mittee were fully cognisant that the interest of each 


individual was inter-dependent. The Committee | 


considered that their scheme of arranging race meet. 
ings in three grades was worthy of adoption, for, 
clearly, a minor meeting could not be expected to 
provide for owners the same facilities, actually or 
relatively, that a meeting of first-class standing 
could, er should, provide. 

The Committee thought that it was onerons on 
“small meetings” that they should have to bear 
the cost of paying eight licensed officials per day, 
and the Committee, as a result of having inquired 

articularly into the circumstance of such meetings, 
came to the coficlusion, from the evidence placed 
before them, that these meetings could not possibly 
he expected to provide a greater amount of stake 
money than that which they were giving at present, 
while official costs and charges pressed so heavily 
upon them.

Boks of the Week. 


ANDREW CARNEGIE, 


There is a wide ‘impression that Andrew 
Carnegie’s chief and, indeed, only title to 
fame was his extraopdinary success as @ 
money-getter. After Rockefeller he was 
the world’s richest citizen. But this 
autobiography—and it is @ transparently 
honest book—will modify that notion. 
A man who can give away, as Carnegie 
did, seventy millions sterling, and do it 
not unwisely, is at least as capa EA | 
a person as the man who can make suc 
gigantic wealth. 

There are many who affirm that no man 
can amass millions of money honestly, or 
at least honourably. We have heard Car- 
negie held up to odium, if not as dishonest 
in the Decalogue sense, y# as an un- 
scrupulous exploiter of his fellows. This 
book is an effective rejoinder to the afore- 
stated dictum. Here we see a man into 
whose coffers money flows not by skill in 
high finance, not by the crushing of com- 

etitors, but simply and solely by the 
arda ment of a vast steel works—a city 
of steel—and other undertakings ancillary 
thereto. The truth is that there is not a 
petty shopkeeper who does not build up 
his business and make his profit just as 
Carnegie did. It may interest Irish folk, 
who dearly love a flutter on a racecourse 


or in a speculative stock, to know that | 
Carnegie never speculated in shares. “I} 
have adhered to the rule,’ he writes, 
“never to purchase what I did not pay for, 
and never to sell what [ did not own, I 
further resolved not even to own any 


That is a height of 
virtue which is, we fear, rare in the Irish 
public. 

What most of Carnegie’s critics really 
might censure, and, perhaps, mean to 
censure, is the size of his fortune, and it 
But what would 


accumulation? Is it not a matter for 


‘every man’s own conscience? Thus a 


quaint, charming old Quaker, John Wool- 
man, knew where to place the bounds, for,

We have stated that this autobiography 
reveals Carnegie as far .more than a 
money-getter. It shows that, in spite of a 
very defective education, he developed a

AERIAL TRANSPORT. 

If transport by air is to succeed commercially 
—and the hope of such success is the best justi- 
feation of subsidies to assist the industry. in its 
present difficulties—there must be some specific 
utility distinguishing it from its competitors, 
observes The Times editorially to-day. Lord 
Montagu, addressing the Society of Arts yester- 
dex afternoon, showed that the advantage did 
not lie in the cost per ton» mile. Aeroplanes, 
closely followed by airships, are at present, and 
are likely to remain, the most costly form of 
passenge! transport. Ships are the*cheapest, 
the cost per passenger-mile being only a small 
frgetion of a penny, with little difference 
hetween the different types, if allowance be 
made for ‘other freight. The cost of transport 
ty road and rail naturally varies with the type 
of motor vehicle or railroad train, but in each 
case remains at some point between lid. an 
v4..-On the other hand, the average speed in 
miles per hour is in the reverse order. If we 
take 100 as the figure for a mail and passenger 
geroplane, the relative speed of the airship ie 
6). of the fast train 40, of the motor omnibus 
15, and of the. passenger ship 12 miles 
per hour. Obviously chese comparisons are 
vased on averages, and, even if epeed of 
transport only is to be considered, other factors 
have to be taken into account. Of these the 
most vital is endurance, the capacity for making 
“non-stop” runs. A modern passenger airship 
is able io carry petrol and water for a run of 
something over 5,000 miles, and is, therefore, 
the quickest mode of transporting passengers 
for dislanees of that order. The aeroplane, 
with a load of passengers, has at present a 
range of not ‘more than from three to five 
hundred miles, but for distances of that order 

it is by far the swiftest conveyance. In the 
present stage of development, -were it to be 
gsked to beat the airship over longer journeys, 
suitable aerodromes would have to be provided 
at appropriate . distances. There would also 
have tobe relavs of aeroplanes and of pilots 
for the machines, for the machines take time 
to be re-filled and “tuned,” and the men 
require rest. Under existing conditiong, it 
seems clear that airships are the swiftest means 
of conveying passengers over distances such as 
that between London and Cairo, and aeroplanes 
over Contincntal routes such as Cairo-India and 
Cairo-Cape, over stretches of difficult country 
radiating from a centre, or over distances 
where continuous traffic is interrugg#d by change 
from land to sea. The condition for their com- 
mercial success is the existence of geufficient 
passengers willing to pay for speed. 


WAGES AND PRICES. 

Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., Vice-Chairman of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party, in the course of 
an article in The Times on the question of 
wages and prices, says:—l do not hesitate to

THE GERMAN PROBLEM. 

Reuter’s Paris Correspondent, telegraphing 
on Thursday, says:—In the course of his state- 
ment on the new Cabinet’s policy, in the Cham- 
ber to-day, M. Briand said—We have a Treaty 
of Peace with Germany, but we have as yet no 
real peace. France, the -statement continued, 
could only obtain security if Germany disarmed. 
A return to normal conditions was only pos- 
sible if yesterday's terrible iniquity were re- 
paired. The Premier urged the necessity 
prompt peace with Turkey, and reaffirmed the 
impossibility of France’s recognising the Soviet 
Government in Russia. _With regard to inter- 
natienal questions, he emphasised the necessity 
of reducing the Army to the sérict minimum, 
and of introducing economy in the national 
finances. For that it was essential that France 
should no longer shave to bear the cost of re- 
construction that was due from Germany. 
France was far from placing obstacles in the 
way of the prompt recovery of Germany, but 
the prosperity of the aggressors, contrasted 
with the ruin of the victors, would be a chal- 


lenge that France would be unable to accept. 
France claimed all her rights, which could only 
be attained by close accord with the Allies. We | 
have, M. Briand declared, firm confidence that | 
our great friend and Ally, Great Britain, will | 
help us with all her strength. Nothing can | 
any longer impair the relahicns between the | 
two great countries. The declaration ar se 
a certainty that the United States would give 
France the same support in the matter of re- 
paration of her losses as she gave during the 
war. The Government of Russia, M. Briand 
said, France was unable to recognise until it 
wae representative of the Russian people, and 
ready to fulfil the engagements entered into by 
previous Governments. Referring to relations 
between France and Great Britain, the Premier 
said—It is their intimate union which assures 
the peace of the world. Whether it is @ ques- 
tion of the execution of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, the settlement of the problem of the 
Orient, the maintenance of peace as established 
by the Treaties in Central Europe, or our re- 
lations to the peoples of Eastern Europe, a 
close alliance between Great Britain and France 
is the basis of our foreign policy.

A GERMAN PROTEST. 

A Berlin telegram, dated Wednesday, says :— 
The German Government has lodged with the 
Ambassadors’ Conference, and with the French, 
Britishy and Italian Governments, an objection 
to the regulations made by the Inter-Allied 
Commission regarding the plebiscite in Upper 
Silesia. The Note maintains that the regula- 
tions for the plebiscite are direct violations of 
the Peace Treaty, and are unfair and one- 
sided towards German voters, and technically 
impracticable. The general summary of the 
German claims regarding the individual 
articles of the plebiscite’ regulations and the ob- 
jections thereto appear in an appendix. 

The German. Government maintains that 
it would be a further violation of the 
Peace Treaty if the dates of the elections were 
fixed without the consent of the Powers con- 
cerned, as such a step would destroy the unity 
of the elections desired by the Peace Treaty. 
The German Government regards as contrary to 
the spirit of the Peace Treaty the regulations 
according to which persons who have a right to 
vote on residential qualifications may only vote 
if they have resided uninterruptedly in the ple- 
biscite region since January, 1904. It is de- 
clared that this regulation obviously favours 
the Poles and prejudices the interests of many 
tens of thousands of Germans. In conclusion, 
the German Government declares that it cannot 
accept the regulations for the plebiscite as be- 
ing in harmony with the Peace Treaty, and re- 
quests that they should be revised.

THE DEMANDS ON GERMANY. 


The Journal says:—The first duty of the 
Inter-Allied Conference: will be to announce the 
amount of Germany's indebtedness. ‘ 

The Gaulodis says :—The Germans are mistaken 
in imagining that the conciliatory attitude of 
France will enable them to escape fromthe net 
in which the Versailles Treaty imprisoned them. 

“ Pertinax,” in the Echo de Paris, states that 
the Allied representatives at the Brussels Con- 
ference recommend the Supreme Council to 
demand from Germany the payment of five 
annual instalments of three milliards of gold 
marks each. The payments are to be in money, 
The fixing of Ger- 
many’s total indebtedness will not be made 
within the period mentioned in the Peace 
Treaty, namely, before May 3lst. Germany 
will obtain certain concessions. She will not be 
asked to hand over 300,000 tons of merchant 
shipping, -which she stil] owes. It is not 
known whether the expenses of the Army of 
Occupation will be included in these instal- 
ments. In the event of the payments not 
being forthcoming, the penalties will consist of 
the seizure of Customs. and the taking over 
cf certain monopolies. 


CABINET AND THE PARIS 
CONFERENCE. 


The Prime Minister travelled to London yes- 
terday afternoon and presided over a Cabinet 
Council. It is understood that the unemploy- 
ment problem and the matter of increased tele- 
phone charges were under review. Mr. Illing- 
worth was present on this occasion. But the 
main business occupying the attention of Minis- 
ters had reference to the forthcoming con- 
ference of Allied Premiers in Paris, to which 
Mr. Lloyd George will go with a policy which has 
the full weight of the Cabinet behind it. No 
further general meeting of Ministers is in con- 
templation pending the departure of the Prime 
Minister for Paris on Sunday morning. 


REPARATIONS. 


THE ALLIES AND GERMANY. 


Reuters Paris” Correspondent writes :—The 
Temps states that the Allied experts on Wednes- 
day decided on the definite terms of the report 
drawn up on the subject of reparations, but the 
report has not yet been received by the Allied 
Governments. The paper confirms the belief, 
current on Wednesday, that the experts have 
decided not to postpone the total valuation of 
the Allied losses, which the Treaty provides 
should be communicated to Germany on May

IN THE PRESENCE OF HIS CHILD. 

An official report states that District Inspector 
Tobias O'Sullivan, R.1.C., was shot dead yestcr- 
day at twenty minutes past one o’clock about 
twenty yards from the police barrack at Lis- 
towel, County Kerry, a martiaf law area. 

Our Listowel Correspondent, telegraphing last 
night, says:—About 1.30 p.m. to-day District 
Inspector O’Sullivan was shot dead in Listowel. 
Mr. O'Sullivan was the officer in charge of the 
Kilmallock Police Barrack on the occasion of 
the memorable attack on that building. 

At the time of his death Mr. O'Sullivan was 
walking from the police barrack, with his little 
son of tive or six years, towards his residence, a 
short distance up the street, 

Half a dozen shots rang out, and the District 
Inspector fell dead on the street, with wounds 
in the head and breast. 

The street was almost deserted at the time of 
the murder. 

Another Correspondent writes :—Between ene 
and two o'clock today District Inspector 
O'Sullivan, of Listowel, was shot dead when 
walking from the police barrack to his private 
residence, some two hundred yerds. away. He 
received several shots in the head and breast. 
deuth being almost instantaneous. 

A popular and distinguished offteer, he was 
the hero of the siege of Kilmallock Barrack in 
May of last yeer, when, as a sergeant, with ten 
men, he defended the barrack for five hours 
against the determined attacks of Sinn Feiners 
heavily armed and carrying bombs. The de 
fenders fought until the building was a blazing 
mass above their heeds, and two men were 
killed and others wounded. At 7 a.m. Mr. 
O'Sullivan and the six survivors emerged and 
put the enemy fo flight with a bayonet charge. 
He was promoted Head Constable on the spot. 
He was removed to Limerick, and his success 
there caused his appointment eas District In- 
spector at Listowel, which was then in a Jaw- 
less state after the murder of Colonel Smyth.

SERGEANT SHOT IN COUNTY 
TIPPERARY. 


FIGHT BETWEEN AUXILIARIES 
AND RAIDERS. 


An official report issued yesterday says :— 

A police sergeant was fired at and wounded, 
not seriously however, when he was returning 
from the Post Office last night to his barrack 
at Portroe, Co. Tipperary, martial law area. 
The barrack was afterwards attacked, but in 
about half an hour the attackers were beaten 
off. The roads from Nenagh towards Killaloe 
were blocked with felled trees, walls and 
trenches. i 

Our Nenagh Correspondent telegraphed as 
follows yesterday :—Last night, when oder 
O’Connor, R.1.C., of Portroe, about seven miles 
from Nenagh, wes walking to the local Post 
Office, he was fired on and wounded 
in the leg. He ‘managed to reach the house of 
Mr. Sullivan, a former Constabulary sergeant. 
In the meantime, heavy firing was -heard in 
the direction of the barrack, which was 
strenuously defended by the garrison. Verey 
lights were sent up about 10.30; and shortly 
after a detachment of the Auxiliary Force 
dashed up from Killaloe, and a sharp engage- 
ment took place between the Auxiliaries nd the 
attackers, who eventually withdrew. | 

The barrack windows and doors were 
damaged, but no one in it is reported to have 
been injured. i 

Policemen also left Nenagh in - Crossley 
tenders and Ford cars for the scene, but on 
their arrival at Hogan’s Pass, about three miles 
from Nenagh, they were stopped by a large 
tree which had been thrown across the road. 
They dismounted, and a heavy fire was opened 
on them from the adjoining fields. The police 
gave chase, firing volley after volley after the 
attackers, who made good their escape, but it 
is said that some of them were hit. 

Sergeant O'Connor was taken to Nenagh 
Police Barrack, where he was detained to-day,

Ryan, in Washington street, Cork, on Saturday, 
was furnished to the citizens today, when a 
considerable portion of the Western side of the 
city was invested by troops, exhaustive searches 
were made, ‘and a number of houses were de 
stroyed by order of the military authorities. 
At noon, a large force of military and police, 
accompanied by armoured cars, arrived on the 
scene, and cut off ‘ingress and exit’ from 
Washington street, from Grand Parade, west- 
ward to Wood street, and from the South side 
of the city over South Gate Bridge and Clarke a 
Bridge. The occupiers of several houses. were 
given notice. to leave, and informed that their 
premises. were to be destroyed. It will be re- 
membered that the detective © officers were 
grievously wounded while'returning from a foot- 
ball match, in ‘dense: throngs of people, and an 
Excise officer named Pring was shot dead some 
hours later not far from the scene. Military 
witnesses at the inquiry into Mr. Pring’s death 
swore that, while lorries escorting the ambul- 
ance with the wounded men were going 
through Washington street, people fired at the 
lorries from the houses and the street corners, 
and that Mr. Pring, was killed by shots fired 
at another lorry, : 
The destruction of the houses to-day wes in 
the nature of an official reprisal for these shock- 
ing outrages. Elaborate precautions were taken 
by the military... Machine guns were trained 
at various points, and officers moved about with 
revolvers im their hands, quickly dispersing 
crowds, and informing them that any group 
of more than fivé pefsons would be fired upon. 
The workers at the big wholesale drapery, and

.c blowing up of the houses began at 
two o'clock and endéd at five, a. terrific ex- 
plosion taking’ place every ten or fifteen minutes, 
and causing clouds of white smoke and dust to 
ascend from the doomed’ buildings. When the 
operations cedséd ‘antl it was possible to get 
near the place an extraordinary scene was pre- 
sented. The handsome red brick building at the 
corner of Washington street and Wandesford 
street, in which a grocery business was con- 
ducted by Mr. A. Iliggins, had the interior 
blown completély away, and thé ‘adjoining 
house, in which Mr, P. Murphy carried on a 
provision - business, was partially _ wrecked. 
Another large house in the same street, in which 
Mr. Macari conducted an Italien restaurant, 
was completely wrecked. The windows of many 
houses in the vicinity were shattered by the 
heavy vibrations, the roadway bemg strewn 
with glass. 

It 1s stated that a quantity of arms and 
ammunition was found in searches in the 
locality, as a result of which about twenty men 
were arrested and removed to the Cork military 
barracks: Mr. A. F. Sharman Crawford, J.P., 
D.L., one of the proprietors of Reamish and 
Crawford’s Brewery,. a leading Cork Unionist, 
and chairman of the Cork Technical Schools, 
end some of the brewery employés - were 
arrested 

There was an exciting scene when the lorry 
started with prisoners heavily guarded for Cork 
barracks. A huge crowd. which had gathered 
cheered them wildly, and the prisoners 
responded like manner. There was 
treizendguy ‘exhtoment in the stretes as the 
troops w returning to barracks, but. for- 
tunately, there was no disorder. The persons 
arrested at Beamish and Crawford’s Brewery 
also included F. W. Leflufgy, chief accountant, 
and O. Mansfield, foreman, of Washington quay.

AMERICA AND THE MERCANTILE 


MARINE. 


A Reuter telegram dated Washington, Thurs- 
day, says:—Admiral Renson, Chairmans of tho 
Shipping Board, addressing the National 
Merchant Marine Association to-day, referred 
to the falling freights, coupled with increased 
outlay and lessening in earnings for shipowners. 
The law, however, under which the Shipping 
Board operated had been especially framed to 
secure the permanent establishment of an 
American merchant marine, and the Board fhust 
move slowly in making any changes in its sales 
policy regarding Government vessels. Senator 
Jones also spoke, alleging that the International 
Mercantile Marine Company, controlling forty 
vessels, was bound by an agreement made with 
the British Government in 1903 to -” no 
policy injurious to the interests of the British 
mercantile marine or to British trade. Senator 
Jones made,sweeping inferences from this agree- 
ment as to attempts made by British interests, 
supported, he said, by certain American in- 
terests, to destroy the American merchant 
marine. These charges brought a sharp re- 
joinder by Mr. Franklin, President of the Mer- 
cantile Marine Company, who declared that it 
was manifestly unfair for a member of the com- 
pany cnú a Senator to make such an accusation. 
This company is American, declared Mr. Frank- 
lin, and 90 per cent. of the stock is held by 
Americans.

AN IRISH SETTLEMENT. 


SINN FEIN CLERGYMAN’S 
SCHEME. 

Our Galway Correspondent writes as fol- 
lows :—I am informed on good authority that a 
prominent Sinn Fein clergyman is putting for- 
ward a échethe for an Irish settlement. Full 
details will be published in a few days. The 
acheme is for an Irish Commonwealth, which 
will give full control of all Irish effairs, with 
powers to minorities in each province to enadle 
them to safeguard their own interests. 

The plan, it is said, will imclude:—(1) A 
President and Cabinet of 14 members; (2) 4 
Senate of 60 members; (3) a House of Repre- 
sentatives of 120 members, with (4) Grand Com- 
mittees consisting of the elected representatives 
of each province, to minorities of which it is 
proposed to give special powers, by which legis- 
lation p by the Irish Parliament will not 
operate in any of the four provinces if opposed 
by a one-third minority of the members of the 
province, es 

A special clause deals with the constitution 
ot the Cabinet, and it ig proposed to give the 
provincial members of the Grand Committees 
extended powers in the provinces that they re- 
present. Election is to be by proportional repre- 
sentation, but the franchise is different for the 
Senate and the House of Representatives. 

It is the essence of the scheme that it should 
altogether supersede the Partition Act, and that 
it should give Iréland full control. My infor- 
mant is optimistic enough to believe that com- 
mercial interests alone will smash any partition 
echeme, and that on a free referendum even Bel- 
fast would reject it. Under the Partition Act, 
the six north-eastern counties can legislate for 
themselves, but the projected scheme, while pre- 
serving the essential national unity of Ireland, 
will give all Ulster, if it likes, power to legis- 
late for itself, imasmuch as a minority of one- 
third of the members of any province can veto 
for that province legislation of which they do 
not approve. I give the information for what 
it is worth, just as it has reached me.

BUSINESS PARALYSED. 


DUE TO FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE AT ARKLOW. 


TRADERS’ STRONG 
PROTESTS. 

In consequence of the Order of the Eng: 
lish Ministry of Agriculture prohibit- 
ing the export of cattle from Dublin 
and Waterford ports owing to the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in 
Arklow, there were no despatches ol 
cattle from Dublin Cattle Market yes- 
terday. 

The entire cattle trade from both Water- 
ford and Dublin to British ports is at 
a complete stand-still. 

Both the Dublin Port and Docks Board 
and the Irish Cattle Traders’ Associa- 
tion, at their meeting yesterday, pro- 
tested against the embargo. 

It was pointed out that the usual radius 
for the suspension of cattle movements 
in such cases was fourteen miles. The 
distance of Arklow from Dublin is be- 
tween forty and fifty miles. 


EFFECT ON DUBLIN CATTLE 
MARKET. 

The Dublin Cattle Market was depressed yes- 
terday owing to the embargo placed on Irish 
cattle by the Foot-and-Mouth Distase Order. 
Comparatively few fat animals changed hands, 
and the prices obtained were iess from five to 
eight or ten shillings per ewt. than those which 
ruled the market for this class on the previous 
Thursday. Cross-Channel buyers, on becoming 
aware of the export restrictions, were shy of 
transactions, and made few, if any, purchases. 
Many beasts intended for sale were nut brought 
into the market at all, and the fat catile which 
awe hands were intended chiefly for home 
trade. - 

With regard to milch cattle and sheep. very 
little business was done, and the prices obtained 
marked a substantial reduction. The future of 
the cattle trade is far from promising, unless 
some modification of the embargo which pre- 
vents exportation should soon take place. Cattle 
intended for shipment have been held up at the 
North Wall. ' 

The only animals actually put on board ship 
at the Liffey yesterday were about a dozen and 
a half of horses, which, being exempt from the 
restrictions of the embargo, were sent from the 
North Wall by the London and North-Western 
steamer to Holyhead. Some of these horses, 
moreover, had been “ held up” in Dublin since 
Monday last, owing to the stormy nature of the 
weather in the Irish. Channel. 

The immediate and serious effect of the em- 
bargo on exports of live stock from the Liffey 
is keenly felt by the regular shippers and 
agente of exporters at Dublin port. Although 
no actual total of the numbers of stock affected 
could be ascertained, it is clear that thousands 
of gattle, sheep, and pigs are now held up, and 
require lairage accommodation, feeding, and at- 
tendance until the steamers are again at. liberty 
to accept consignments for transit across 
Channel. If there is no immediate prospect of 
a resumption of normal conditions im this respect 
much of the live stock now in Dublin must be 
returned to the provincial consignors 


BIRKENHEAD LAIRAGES CLOSED. 
The embargo on Irish cattle, following the 
foot-and-mouth disease outbreak, has resulted 
in the Birkenhead lairages closing. There are 
1,700 cattle in the lairages in quarantine. 


FURTHER OUTBREAKS IN ENGLAND, 

Another outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
has occurerd at Birmingham. A large number 
of pigs at Sparkhill have been found to be 
affected. : 

Two fresh outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
were officially reported in Holderness, East 
Yorks, yesterday. 


CATTLE TRADERS’ PROTEST. 

A meetifizg of the Irish Cattle Traders’ and 
Stock-Owners’ Association was held vesterday in 
the City Arms Hotel, Dublin, for the purpose 
of considering the effect of the Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease Order on the Irish live stock industry. 
Mr. George Lennon presided, and the attend- 
ance included: Messrs. John Leonard, Matthew 
Bruton, Michael Cuddy, William field, J. J. 
Counihan, Joseph O'Connor, Patrick Bulger, and 

Ross. Mr. John P. MacAvin, Secretary, was 
in attendance. 

The Chairman, addressing the meeting, 
observed that the members of the Association 
had met at a very critical time in the history of 
the Irish cattle trade. ‘Without yery mnch 
notice the Ministry of Agriculture in England 
had thought fit to stop the export of cattle from 
Dublin end Waterford. Several cattle intended 
for shipment were put on board on Tuesday 
evening, but when this peremptory order came 
they were ordered off, and the animals were 
left unshipped. Several buyers had come to the 
Dublin market that day, but they bought no 
cattle. The consequefce was that there were 
several thousand cattle left unsold: that were in 
the market. As members of the cattle trade 
they were most anxious to facilitate the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in trying to confine this 
reported outbreak at Arklow to the district 
which they had enclosed. In fact, the whole 
cattle trade of Ireland would give every Welp 
they could to the Department in confining it to 
this area. (Hear, hear.) HOWever, they thought 
that the action of the Ministry of agriculture 
in England, in preventing Irish cattle from 
being shipped for immediate slaughter to 
Birkenhead, Motherwell, and Glasgow, was most 
arbitrary. They thought that this action of 
theirs shogjld be well considered before being 
taken. The Irish cattle trade as a whole hm 
always done their best to prevent any infected 
cattle from going across the water, or having 
them brought in. There were some cases in 
the outbreck that took place some years ago 
in which there were cattle offered for shipment 
reported to be affected, but, after being delayed 
for several days, it was unconfirmed. He 
thought, therefore, that. the action now taken 
was a most grievous one. (Hear, hear.) He 
did not know what people would do with their 
cattle at present in Dublin awaiting shipment. 
There was no reason why they should not be 
cllowed to gend their cattle for slaughter. Un- 
less this were done it would mean a curtailmené 
in the food supply of England; further, it would 
cause the prices of English cattle to rise to a 
price beyond the reach of the consumer. 

Mr. William Field drew attention to the ex- 
ceptional treatment beimg accorded to them 
here in Ireland as against Englend. They had 
numerous. sporadic outbreaks in England, yet 
restrictions applied only to a fifteen-mile radius, 
whereas they hold up the entire home trade 
in Ireland because of one outbreak. They should 
protest strongly against this exceptional treat- 
ment. It was another attempt to break down 
the cattle trade of Ireland. They in Ireland 
had a cleaner bill of health than any other 
country in the world. There was no reason whv 
they should be subjected to these restrictions. 
His view was that there was greater safety in 
Ireland than in England, because thev had 
portal inspectors. They were being treated as a 
foreign country.
